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DELIVER THE SOULS TO CESAR 
_ In restating its support for the grape boycott and for the United 
Farm Workers’ Organizing committee, the Northern California 
Council of Churches reaffirmed its position of delivering souls not to 
Heaven but to Cesar. 

The basic fallacy of church involvement in “community action,” 
as the far-outers put it, is that the church, in this case, is being 
played for a sucker. 

The specific issue of organizing farm workers into a labor union is 
not a religious issue, nor a civil rights issue, nor a humanitarian issue. 

The happiness, the living conditions, the family life, the religious 
concepts of farm workers are not necessarily improved or damaged 
by membership or non-membership in a labor union. fe 

The real issue involved in the grape boycott and in agitation by 
the United Farm Workers’ Organizing committee is political in 
nature - not religious; it basically involves a power play between 


' management and labor. 


When churches choose up sides on this type of issue, then they 
are pitting class against class; then they become agitators in the field 
of politics. 

I do not want my church in this field - I do not want my church 
actively, monetarily or philosophically supporting either the farmer 
groups or the labor groups. 1 want my church tilling the fields of 


_ Christianity, not the fields of politics. 


It appears that the only way to get the Northern California 

Council of Churches out of labor politics and back into religious 
work is to continue to cut off the money, and to eliminate those top 
officials, including Wayne Hartmire, who persist in being played for 
suckers and persist in allowing their religious organization to be 
played for suckers. 

We recommend that churches affiliated with the Northern 
California Council do just this. 


A NO-CLASS STRIKE 


The second annual disruption of the opening of 
New York City’s schools by a strike of teachers belong- 
ing to the United Federation of Teachers, combined 
with similar strikes in smaller school systems across 
the nation, reflects badly on those supposedly adult 
molders of young minds who put self above service. 

However sincerely some of the striking teachers 
may feel that their grievances warrant consideration. 
it is trade unionism in its most unacceptable form to 
wait until the fall opening of classes to declare a 
walkout. Certainly legitimate claims can be aired and 
settled without using children as pawns. 

California is fortunate that the vast majority of its 
teachers as represented by their professional organiza- 
tion, the California Teachers Association, have a far 
higher level of dedication. Problems they have, but the 
solutions are sought—and often sought vigorously— 
in a professional way and with the welfare of the stu- 
dents always in the foreground.

SO, OFF we go on a 

four-footed friend into the back 
country of the Sierra - only for 
five days, which really isn’t 
enough, for in that length .of 
time the exterior posterior of 
the human anatomy is only 
beginning to adjust to the 
saddle, and to a limb nailed 
between two trees. But five days 
it was; maybe sometime, if we 
really gain our place in the 
affluent society, it will be five 
weeks, : 
OF COURSE we ran into trail 
machines along the Fish Creek 
Ridge Freeway, and elsewhere - 
seems there was.some sort of 
convention going on at 
Grasshopper Flat. The first three 
motor boys we met virtually 
refused to get off the trail and 
let the pack string go by, as U-S. 
Forest regulations provide; and 
they refused to cut off their 
motors, also as regulations 
prescribe they will do. 

BUT THEN we met a couple 
of other machine riders who 
pulled out, shut off their 
motors, and waited. We said, 
“Thanks,” and one of them said, 
“You know, you're the. first 
horse rider we’ve met back here 
who said thanks when he went

WHICH CAUSED us to 
reshape the anti-trail machine 
editorial that was running 
through our mind. Maybe, we 
thought, what’s needed, instead 
of animosity between the two 
wheelers and the four-footers, is 
a shot of. old-fashioned 
mountain courtesy. 

WE WERE taught the 
philosophy of the mountain 
people long ago. Our first trip 
into the Sierra was on the front 
of our parent’s saddle, and we 
packed in from Coffee Camp. 
What we have seen happening 
since then, particularly during 
the last four or five years, we 
don’t like, because the people 
who frequent the mountains are 
a different breed than the “old 
timers.” 

THE HUMAN swine who 
dump their garbage along public 
roads and litter the countryside 
with empty beer cans, are still 
swine when they get into the 
back country. Consequently, 
many camp sites are heaped with 
debris - you can smell some of 
them as you come ‘down the 
trail. 

IN SPITE of incriminations, 
no one. group is solely 
responsible for accumulation of 
garbage in mountain camp sites - 
not the motorized mountain 
men, not the horsemen, not the 
backpackers. We suspect that all 
of these groups have their share 
of human swine. 

THE PROBLEM is that more 
people are using the mountains 
these days. It’s easier to get into 
the back country, what with

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extended roads, development of 
the trail machine, and the 
increase in privately owned 
horses. 

EVEN THOUGH the Sierra is 
big and expansive, the usable 
and most inviting areas are 
relatively small, and there are 
just too many people in ‘too 
small a space when so many of 
these people seem to have no 
appreciation of the mountains, 
and seem ‘to have never accepted 


aspen; the quiet sounds of birds 
and animals; the stiff-legged 
jump of deer; the feel of big 
Rainbows fighting a fly rod; the 
movement of light as the sun 
rises and sets; the violence of a 
mountain storm; the quiet 
unconcern of nature; the feeling 
of well-being that comes to a 
man when he returns, even in a 
limited way, to the basic level of 
life. These are the beauties of 
the Sierra. 
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beauty for everyone. 


FOR THOSE who can see it 
and feel it, let them enjoy it. For 
those who see only a place to 
dump their garbage and get out, 
let them go elsewhere, or be 
persuaded through enforced law 
to be something better than 
human swine. 

MAYBE, WITH this 
persuasion, even they will 
eventually see the beauty - and 
learn to protect it. 


the idea that the back country is 
to be used, not abused; that it is 
to be enjoyed, not destroyed. 

UNFORTUNATELY, THE 
only answer seems to be further 
beating upon the human swine 
by more laws controlling decent 
conduct in the mountains, and 
sufficient manpower to enforce 
the laws.

Says He Is Still Working 


For Realistic Tax Relief Measure 


HANFORD .- Prior to 
returning to Sacramento last 
week for a special session of the 
California legislature, 
Assemblyman Gordon Duffy 
said that he is still working 
toward some type of tax relief 
legislation and that he hopes the 
legislature will come up with a 
meaningful tax relief measure. 

A number of tax relief bills 

d the Assembly last spring 
and were supported by the 
’ Reagan administration. None, 
- however, passed both houses. 

Duffy said he had promised the 
people of his district property 
tax relief and that he intends to 
do everything in his power to 
accomplish this pledge. 

Although the. overall 

accomplishments of the 1968 
legislative session were not 
particularly significant, Duffy 
was pleased with the fact that 14 
of the 18 bills he authored have 
been sent to the governor. Two 
of his bills were withdrawn and 
two were defeated in committee. 

Several of his bills dealt with 

the Medi-Cal program which is 
~ ‘one of the areas of responsibility 
of the Public Health committee, 
chaired by Duffy. A.B. 1084 
establishes priorities for reducing 
costs in the Medi-Cal program 
when necessary to keep within 
fiscal limits. The agency is 
authorized to postpone 
treatments that could be delayed 
without endangering the health 


Vo 


of the recipient. These elective 
services are defined in A.B. 1085 
also authored by Duffy. 

Both bills were designed to 
prevent a fiscal crisis in the 
state’s Medi-Cal program such as 
the one last year that threatened 
to scuttle the whole program. 
These measures were 
overwhelmingly supported by 
both the Democrats and 
Republicans and have been 
praised by the governor. 

Drug abuse, also a facet of 
the Public Health committee, 
received its fair share of 
attention centered around 
research and treatment. Two 
other Duffy Bills, A.B. 194 and 
A.B. 195 create a Research 
Advisory panel to approve and 
report on marijuana research 
projects. The latter provide for 
the funding necessary to 
implement the clinical research 
project at the University of 
California. 

Another area of concern 
during the session was the 
threatened loss of funds for the 
University of California 
Agricultural Extension service. 
“Fortunately, “Duffy said, “we 
were successful in restoring these 
funds to the budget: in spite of 
the objection by big city 
legislators.”

Pooling plan, and emphasized 
that all dairymen should have a 
thorough knowledge of how the 
plan will effect them before they 
cast their ballot. 

Such questions will be 
answered as: Which base-forming 
period will be best for the 
operation of Tulare county 
dairymen; what are the facts 
concerning transfer of shipping 
rights and bases; how will new 
growth in the market be 
determined? 

Following general 
presentations by panel members 
at next week’s meeting, 
dairymen can ask any questions 
they might have concerning the 
Milk Pooling plan.
